The Washington public had n

The game lyas fast and exciting, 
despite the fact that the boys 
fBOin Charlottesnlle tried “Hurry 
up” Yost’s plan of making a 
point a minute. Throughout the 
contest there were constant sur- 
prises springing up and toward 
the last, when George Washing- 
ton was on the point of scoring, 
the excitement reached a burst- 
ing point. Our men played good, 
hard foot ball, from start to fin- 
ish, but they were outclassed in 
every stage of the game, except 
punting. Virginia made gains 
through the line, around the ends 
and on trick plays whenever they 
SBStiC-ilf AbbiiwB, 
their fleet half-back, attracted the 
) attention of the entire audience. 

The day was an ideal one from 
both players’ and spectators’ 
standpoint. There was no sun to 
make the players feel uncomfort- 
able and no wind to distress the 
spectators. The crowd was per- 
haps the largest that has turned 
out to witness a foot ball game in 
recent years. Both teams were 
in fine condition, although Vir- 
ginia lacked the help of Craw- 
ford, in the punting department 
and George Washington missed 
Stevenson at half-back. 

UAME IN DETAIL. 

George Washington kicked off 
to Virginia, who returned the ball 
ten yards. On the next play Va. 
ran foul, but made up the loss by 
a five yard quarter back run. 
Then Virginia broke through the 
line for thirty yards and on the 
next play made a touchdown ;

The Mall 


Since there are many new stu- 
dents in the university who are 
unacquainted with the history of 
the production of The Mall, the 
following explanation and rules 
are printed. As will be seen, the 
editor and business manager for 
1906-’07 will be selected next May, 
and it is not too soon for those 
who desire these jmsitions to be- 
gin to qualify themselves by pro- 
ducing work to go into this year’s 
Mall. 

Last January the Association 
of Class Presidents evolved the 
idea of an A^nnual that would 
represent the whole university, in- 
stead of having a year book pro- 
duced as a private enterprise as 
heretofore. Mr. C. M. Booth was 
elected editor-in-chief and Mr. A. 
M. Beeler, business manager. They 
produced a most excellent Mall 
last May. 

In April the Association adopt- 
ed the following rules: ' 

Rule 1. — The Association of 
Class Presidents shall annually 
on or about May 20th elect by bal- 
lot from among the student body 
of the university an editor-in- 
chief of the “Mall,” who ^all 
serve for one year from the date 
of his election and until his suc- 
cessor is elected. 

And they shall at the same time 
and in like manner elect a business 


manager of the “Mall” who shatl 
serve for the same length of time. 

Rule 2. — Applications for thes6 
positions should be sent or handed 
to some member of the Associa- 
tion of Class Presidents and by 
him shall be presented to the As- 
sociation for consideration, to- 
gether with a statement of the 
qualifications of the applicant. 

Rule 3.— “The Mall Board” 
shall consist of the following: 

1st. The Editor-in-Chief and 
Business Manager. 

2d. One Editor from each regu- 
larly organized class in the Uni- 
versity, who shall be selected in 
such manner as the class shall de- 
termine. 

3d. One member of the faculty, 
selected by the President’s Coun- 
cil. 

• '4th. One Alumnus, selected by 
the President’s Council. 

Rule 4. — The Editor-in-chief 

shall be chairman of the Board, 
hnd shall have entire charge of 
the literary and artistic composi- 
tion of “The Mall.” He shall hold 
meetings of the Board, assign 
work to the various class editors, 
offer prizes for material for pub- 
lication, pass uixm matter sub- 
mitted by the, class editors and 
othera, and in gene4-al superin- 
tend the publication. He shall 
be allowed large discretion in the 
detail of the work, and will be 
held i-esponsible for results. 

Rule 5. — The Business Manager 
shall have entire charge of the 
business management of the pub- 
lication and circulation of the 
“Mall.” He shall solicit adver- 
tisements and subscriptions, make 
arrangements for seimrlng photo- 
grajihs, make all necessary con- 
tracts with printers and engrav- 
ers, and collect and pay out all 
moneys in connection with the 
jmblication of the “MalU” 

He shall submit a report to the 
rhairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Association of Class 
Presidents at the close of his term 
of service, setting forth in detail 
the reieijits and disbursements of 
the Board during the year, which 
report shall be approved by said 
Committee before lieing accepted 
bv the Association. 

'Rule 6.— “The Mall” shall be 
jaiblished annually at or near the 
close of the school year, and shall 
in so far as possible reflect the 
student life and activities of the 
University. Special attention and 
honor shall be given therein to the 
graduating classes of the Univer- 
sity. 

Rule 7. — Should a class editor, 
as above provided, fail to perform 
the work assigned him by the edi- 
tor-in-chief, or in any way prove 
unsatisfactory, such fact should 
be rejiorted to the president of the 
Association by the editor-In-Chief, 
and it will be his duty to bring 
the matter before the association 
at ah early date, where both the 
complaint of the editor-in-chief 
and the defense, if any, of the 
class editor, shall be heard. If 
no satisfactory settlement of the^ 
matter can be had, his class will 
be notified of that fact, and they 
will be allowed to select another 
editor. 


Rule 8. — ^The Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Asso- 
ciation of Class Presidents, to- 
gether with a member of the fac- 
ulty to be selected by the Presi- 
dent’s Council, shall audit the ac- 
counts of the business manager at 
the close of his term Of service, 
and shall receive from him and 
turn over to his successor any 
money belonging to the Board 
then in his hands. The chairman 
of the Finance v^onunittee shall 
at the close of this work cause to 
be published in Tub Hatchet a 
summary of his report. 

Rule 9. — The editor-in-chief and 
reasonable time after the election 
of their successors in which to 
close up any matters in connec- 
tion with the work of the Board 
that may be then pending. It 
shall be their duty to render all 
the assistance within their power 
to their successors in the way of 
explaining the details of the work 
and the methods pursued. 

Rule 10. — These rules may be 
amended by a majority vote at 
any regular or called meeting of 
the Association of Class Presi- 
dents, and until so amended shall 
be in full force and effect frem 
the date of their adoption. 

Under these rules R. 1. Moore 
was elected editor-in-chief and E. 
(,\ Wilson business manager of 
“The Mall” for 1905-’06. 

It also adopted the following 
recommendations of the editor 
and manager: “It is recommend- 
ed that the time for the issuing 
of “The Mall” l)e not more than 
five days before or five days after 
the third Monday in May. It’ is 
not desirable to issue the book be- 
fore this time, for the reason that 
the seniors could not l>e given 
proper credit for honors in de- 
bating, athletics and other lines of 
activity won near the close of the 
school year. Another reason is 
that by the issuance of the book 
two or three months l)efore the 
end of the school year the officers 
of the Editorial Board would 
curtail their term of office. The 
book is to chronicle student 
achievements during the school 
year, and this can be done more 
completely and satisfactorily by 
waiting as long as is practicable 
before the final {>res8 work is 
done. 

It is further recommended that 
the editor-in-chief be given the 
power to appoint at his discretion 
athletic, fraternity, art and liter- 
ary, debating and other editors. 
The appointment should be sub- 
ject to formal ratification by the 
Association. A great deal de- 


pends upon the congeniality of 
the editor and his associates and 
assistants, and for this reason the 
appointment of these editors by 
the editor is recommended rather 
than their selection by this Asso- 
ciation.”
